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THE FIRST DUTY OF THE FIRST SESSION,

policy of the country. ihe question of—Free Trade or Pro- 
tection ? was referred to the decision of the country in the 
late general elections. It is in order to ascertain what that deci- 
sion is, and to give effeet to it, that Parliament has assembled at 
so unusual a period of the year. For the present, therefore, all 
other questions are subordinate and secondary. The words which 
the resnousible advisers of the Queen have placed in the Speech 
upon this subject are these :— It gives me pleasure to be enabled 
‘“ by the blessing of Providence to congratulate you on the gene- 


There is certainly nothing in the Speech which places the Free 
Trade question in a more satisfactory position than before. True 
it is, that ‘‘ the improved condition of the country, and especially 
of the industrial classes,” is admitted. But care is taken to 
refer to other causes than Free Trade for that result. True it is, 
and Mr Disraeli takes great credit for their introduction, taere 
are in the Speech the words “ unrestricted competition,” but no 
one reading the Speech can apply the same importance to them 
that he does. They are used only as describing an actual state of 
things, which so far from the Government acquiescing in, it pro- 
poses compensation for the injury it inflicts. 

Nor, if we refer to the speeches of Her Majesty’s advisers, do 
we find much more reason to be satisfied. Lovd Derby is 
certainly far the most explicit. His Lordship, on the part of 
himself and his colleagues, admitted without reserve that the

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at Edinburgh, in a discussion on the address to the Throne. He 
revives a theory which has been proved, both in argument and prac- 
tice, to be the least maintainable of all their fallacies. He urges 
the exploded argument that the wages of labour will decline with 
the price of food. Whenso much has been said upon this subject, and 
so much experience, as well before the gold discoveries as since, has 
shown the fallacy of such a proposition, we do not require to say one 
word upon the subject; but what is to be said of the adoption 
of Free Trade by a statesman in Lord Derby’s position, who still 
adheres to so transparent and proved an error? What confidence 
can the country feel in reposing so valuable and sacred a ptinci- 
ple as that, which involves the well-being and the comfort of 
whole masses of the people, to so doubtful an adherent? For, 
tetit be remembered, that we are not dealing with a specific mea- 
sure, which being once adopted, no mistake could arise about it ;— 
we are dealing with a great principle, which, less or more, enters, 
and must continue to enter, into every measure of our commer- 
cial and financial legislation for ali time to come, and not alone 
at home, but in our foreign and colonial relations. 

In the face of all these doubts and difficulties—of all these 
‘* fs” and deferences, first, to the opinion of the country, and next, 
to the House; in the absence of any actual avowal of new con- 
victions on the part of the Government, it must be in the highest 
degree satisfactory to the country to know that the old Parlia- 
mentary leader of Free Trade, Mr Villiers, has given notice of 
his intention, on Tuesday the 23rd, to ask Parliament to adopt a 
resolution which shall avow its acceptance, -in the most unequi- 
vocal terms, of Free Trade, and shall bind it to abide by that 
principle in its future legislation;—which shall accept Free 
Trade as an unmitigated good, to be extended in every possible 
way, and not as an injury to be compensated. 

In the meantime Mr Disraeli has also given notice, that oa 
Friday the 26th he will produce to the House his scheme of relief 
and compensation. What that may consist of, it is of little in- 
terest now to inquire. He has already produced upon four differ- 
ent occasions, in elaborate speeches, propositions for that pur- 
pose. In the first, he proposed to increase the land tax, in order 
to make capital cheap ; in the second, he proposed to transfer 
one-half of the poor rate to the consolidated fund; in the third, 
he contented himself to propose the transference of the fixed 
charges to the public exchequer - in the fourth, he complained of 
the restrictions on the growth of barley by the malt duty, of the 
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prohibition to grow tobacco, of the restrictions on home-grown 
sugar, of the duty on home-made spirits, of the Bank Act of 
1844, which limited the accommodation to farmers, and of the 
law of partnership, which prevented farmers from carrying on 
their business with the benefits of “ partnership en commandite ; 
and he concluded by suggesting a national rate. Here, at 
least, are proposals various enough and numerous enough. But 
it does not follow that these measures which exhausted Mr Dis- 
raeli’s ingenuity in opposition, or any one of them, will be adopted 
in his plan of relief on the 26th. 

We observe that Mr Disraeli has appealed to Mr Villiers to 
postpone his motion till after the 26th, when the measures of the 
Government are before the House. But it seems to us that the 
two will not interfere witheach other. The one is a decl..ration 
of a broad principle—of a definite policy. The other is a proposal 
of a number of small measures of relief. If the Government agree 
to the principle and the policy, let them adopt them; and let 
their measures be in accordance. It appears peculiarly appropri- 
ate, aud in proper order of time, for the House to determine first 
the principles and policy on which it is prepared to conduct the 
legislation of the country; and having so decided, it will clear 
the way for the production of measures, which will be adopted or 
rejected, as they are consistent with, or epposed to, that policy. 
And if Mr Disraeli is of opinion that he can better illustrate his 
view of the policy on which he is disposed to act—if he thinks 
that his proposed measures will help him in reconciling the House 
to himself and Lord Derby’s Government, there is nothing to pre- 
vent his using them in debate as part of his defence against the 
motion. It is, therefore, seriously to be desired that the Free 
Trade Opposition will not listen to the seductive entreaties of the 
ex-Protectionist Minister, and thus allow the discussion ofa great 
policy to be mixed up with a hundred little measures, whether of 
justice or of compensation. Let the issue be broad, clear, and 
intelligible ;—and especially let it be kept free of the numerous in- 
dividual sinister interests, which Mr Disraeli will no doubt suc- 
ceed in exciting when he comes forward with his proposed mea- 
sures of relief. 





THE LATE MYSTERIOUS OPERATIONS IN GRAIN. 
MR DISRAELI OR M. FOULD? 


WE are no believers in the frequent assertions which are made in 
reference to particular trades, that they are carried on at a loss. 
Some periods may no doubt occur when such is the case; and in- 
dividual transactions are frequently attended with a loss. But 
there is nothing more certain than that, on the average, any trade 
to be continued, must yield a profit proportioned to the capital 
employed, the risks incurred, and modified by any peculiar cha- 
racteristics of the trade, rendering it less or more attractive. 
Some of the largest fortunes have been made in trades that have 
always been represented as unprofitable. When, therefore, we 
hear of a long train of transactions that are said to be unprofitable, 
and yet persevered in, we are very incredulous, and are disposed 
to believe that there are advantages in some way not visible at 
first sight. It undoubtedly has happened before now that a 
ruinous business has been carried on for a time, and in very ex- 
tensive ramifications, rather with a view of raising funds to sup- 
port the sinking fortunes of a number of houses, than for the legi- 
timate purpose of employing capital at a profit. In the early part 
of the present century there occurred a very memorable instance 
of an extensive ramification of houses in most of the chief towns 
in Northern Europe, including England, the object of which, 
whatever it was at first, certainly ultimately degenerated into a 
huge system of accommodation paper ;—transactions to a large 
amount were carried on, but at last more with a view to support- 
ing the credit of the parties engaged, than to a profitable business. 


| The whole exchange operations of Europe were saturated with the 


paper thus created; and, as might have been expected, on the 
first occurrence of panic and discredit, the whole system fell to 
the ground, like a pack of cards. But, then, it must be remarked, 
that in such cases the drawing of bills and the use of credit is 
the most essential element for the object in view.* 


But it has remained for 1852 to witness a series of transactions 
in one of the most important branches of our trade, which, after 
having watched for many months, we own to be entirely in- 
capable of explanation on any of the ordinary and established 
principles of trade, or on the ground that they have been made 
the means of sustaining credit or raising money by accommoda- 
tion. Since the month of February last, when the present 
Government came into office, transactions in foreign grain have 
taken place upon a very extensive scale, in several foreign mar- 
kets, of a character which has excited the utmost astonishment 
amongst those legitimately connected with the trade. The head- 
quarters of these operations appears to have been in Loudon. 
Agents were appoiuted to purchase wheat in Amsterdam, Rot- 
terdam, Hamburg, and St Petersburg, and flour in New York. 
The wheat and flour thus purchased have been consigned to two 
oue connected with the American trade, and one with 
the continental trade—and from them it has been all centred in 
one broker or tactor for sale. 

The first thing that attracted attention to these transactions 
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was the unusual extent of the purchases in each market by agents 
who were but little connected with that branch of trade, and at 
prices which it was impossible could be again realised in England, 
including the freight and charges. At first it was thought that 
these transactions were the commencement of some extensive 
speculations for a future rise ; but the mode in which they were 
couducted soon showed that that could not be the case; for the 
purchases being made without limit abroad, were sold on their 
arrival in London with little regard to the cost, the agents acting 
apparently without limit, but with instructions to effect absolute 
sales. And notwithstanding the heavy losses on the sale, the 
transactions continued without interruption ;—purchases were 
made abroad by the same agents, consigned to the same parties 
here, and sold as fast as they arrived, at what could be got, by 
the same factors, whose instructions, to judge by the way in 
which the business was done, had reference rather to effecting 
absolute and immediate sales, than to securing a profit for their 
principals. Then, again, there is no reason to believe that they were 
undertaken with a view to raise funds on the credit of the parties 
engaged by drawing and negociating bills; because, in geveral, 
the purchases have been made on the spot with cash, and no 
bills drawn against the cargoes. Again, it cannot be said 
that they were purchases made in order to provide cargo for 
ships which could not otherwise find employment; because, in 
most cases, ships were specially chartered for tie purpose. 


It is obvious, then, that these transactions have been founded 
on none of the ordinary motives which lead to commercial trans- 
actions ; without any view to profit, or to raising funds upon 
credit, or to supplying freight for unemployed ships. On the con- 
trary, there has been a remarkable mystery thrown over the whole 
affair. Who the real principals in the transactions were and are, 
no one has yet discovered; and we have reason to believe that 
the numerous agents engaged are themselves as ignorant of the 
real parties at the bottom of the plot as any indifferent person. 
The agent in whom the money transactions are centred is one of 
the wealthiest and most eminent of our City monetary houses. 
The other agents are al! respectable persons, but we believe are 
all innoceat of any knowledge at whose real risk this business is 
done, who bears the enormous losses which have resulted from it, 
and continue to be incurred up to the time we write. All, there- 
fore, who have watched these transactions have been forced to a 
conclusion that there is some object at the bottom, altogether 
independent of commercial considerations. 


These transactions began, as we have stated, in February. 
Purchases of wheat were made simultaneously in Rotterdam, 
Amsterdam, Hamburg, and St Petersburg, and of flour in New 
York. The prices paid in each of those markets were as high as 
those which could be obtained in England ; the cargoes, therefore, 
were sold at a loss equal to the whole of the expenses, amounting 
on the wheat to at least 5s a quarter, including duty, and onthe 
flour to at least 4s a barrel. These purchases abroad and sales 
in England continued, with always about the same result, from 
February to June; and it was remarked, as the elections pro- 
ceeded, they were increased in their amount, and in the apparent 
recklessless and disregard to the results. Throughout July aud 
August they seemed to reach their climax. In the foreign mar- 
kets which we have named, the agents for this busiuess were the 
sole regulators of the market; every advice to other houses men- 
tioned the market as either higher or lower, brisker or flatter, 
just as those agents went in or withdrew from it. And the 
most singular point in the whole affair was, that at the same 
time that regular houses were buying cargoes of wheat here to 
ship to Holland at a profit, the agents of this strange and myste- 
rious operation were buying wheat in Holland to sell at a loss in 
England. The transactions appeared in August to be drawing 
gradually to a close, and early in September it was announced 
that Mr , in Amsterdam, and other agents elsewhere, had 
announced their mission at an end. 

Unable to apply any ordinary commercial explanation to these 
transactions, the merchants engaged legitimately in the corn trade 
very naturally looked for some political ground on which they 
could account for it. And seeing that the commencement of 
them coincided with the time the Protectionist Government came 
into office, and that they appeared to reach their climax during 
the time of the county elections, they very generally arrived at 
the conclusion that they had some connection with the Protec- 
tionist party, aud were intended to influence the elections. ‘This 
explanation of the mystery has, however, been somewhat dis- 
turbed in consequence of a resumption of the same operations 
about a month ago. The same agents are all again employed— 
the same machinery set at work. The most extravagant prices 
have been given abroad, and the cargoes continue to be sold at 
a great loss on arrival here. No want of money is seen :—every- 
thing is paid in cash :—no bills drawn in direct connection with 
the shipments. During the lest week at Amsterdam, white 
Dantzic wheat mixed was sold at 50s a quarter, which, with 
charges, would cost 55s here, and the value of which in Mark 
Lane is 46s. Inferior wheat was sold at the same time at 44s, 
which, with charges, will cost 49s here, and the value of which in 
Mark Lane is 43s. White Zealand wheat, scarcely suited fur this 





market at all, sold at 40s, which, with charges, 5s, will cost 45s 
here, the value of which in Mark Lane is 39s at the outside, 














This is a specimen of these operations throughout tle whole 
period. As little regard has been paid in purchasing wheat to the 
quality suitable for the market as to the price paid. The ware- 
houses of those ports have been cleared of rubbish, the accumu- 
lation of years. 

The mystery, therefore, still continnes. The suspicion of a con- 
nection between these transactions and the English elections, with a 
view to favour the Protectionist candidates, has been weakened 
by the fact that these transactions have again been resumed on 
a scale as large as before. And it is certain that now when the 
ex-Protectionist Government has adopted Free Trade, they can- 
not be suspected of plotting to depress the prices of grain, and so 
to increase the eagerness of their old supporters to adhere still to 
Protection. 

But for so remarkable an operation as we have referred to, by 
which it is calculated that the loss deliberately ineurred cannot 
have been much less, in one way and another, than 100,000/, 
it is felt there must be some intelligible reason. Kuowing how 
close a sympathy there is between the price of grain and the 
value of public securities, it has been suggested that these grain 
transactions have had a relation to some extensive stock opera- 
tions. But there is no reason for believing that any such specu- 
tions have taken place here as would appear to justify such a 
conclusion. 

A far more likely explanation suggests itself in relation to the 
events in France. Ever since the commencement of the present 
year, it has been of the utmost consequence to maintain low 
prices of food in France. It is well understood now how much 
influence the price of the first necessaries of life exercises over 
the condition of the great masses of the people, as well as upon 
the value of the public securities. If we look to the political 
condition of France during the present year, to the financial 
operations of the Government, and to the huge speculations in 
railways in which those immediately connected with the Govern- 
ment have been engaged, and which have exercised indirectly 
the most important influence over the prospects of the Govern- 
ment, as well as over the fortunes of its individual members, it 
is easy to understand the anxiety which has been displayed to 
keep down the prices of corn in France. It will be remembered 
that at the close of the last harvest, when it was generally be- 
lieved that the result was very unfavourable, an article appeared 
in the JMJoniteur contradicting, in almost impassioned terms, the 
general reports that the harvest was inferior, and rather imply- 
ing that it was unusually abundant. That article had its effect 
for the time. But it now turns out that the general rumour 
was correct, and that the Jfoniteur was wrong; for the price of 
grain has considerably risen in France since that time. It is, 
moreover, a curious fact that the arrangements for the extensive 
purchases to which we have referred extended to all the chief ex- 
porting countries, except France. And it is certain, that com- 
pared with the enormous political interests at stake, the extensive 
financial arrangements, and the railway speculations on hand, the 
loss of 109,000/, in order to prevent any considerable rise of prices 
in France, was a most insignificant matter. 


But, then, it will be asked, how the particular operation we 
have described could effect such a purpose ?—how importations 
of grain into England would contribute to the low prices desired 
in France ? A close examination of the subject will show that it 
was not only a very ingenious, but even the only practical mode 
of accomplishing such an object. The more obvious and direct 
way would have been no doubt to import foreiga grain direct into 
France ; but then it will be borne in mind that the high import 
duties rendered that impossible, while the importation of it into 
England, and the depression of prices here, to whatever extent 
they were acted upon, had necessarily an immediate effect upon 
the markets in France. It is a familiar fact to our readers that 
France has furnished this country with more wheat and flour than 
any other country during the last three years. It is, noreover, our 
nearest soure» of foreign supply. The markets of France have, there- 
fore, been subjected to an influence from Mark Lane as immediate 
and direct, as the markets of Norfolk, Lincoln, or the North of 
England are. Keep down the London markets to a certain rate, and 
exportation from France is no longer possible. Let the London 
markets rise, so that it will answer to send grain fro » France, the 
French markets will immediately follow those of London. Con- 
sidering, then, the fiscal regulations of France and England, it is 
obvious thai the most effective means of influencing the French 
markets is by depressing the London markets. 

For these and for other reasors, we are therefore disposed to 
think, that these mysterious operations have been animated rather 
by the spirit of M. Fould than by that of Mr Disraeli. 

The important practical consideration, however, which arises 
from the state of matters which we have described is, that the 
corm mark t hasbeen for some time past, and still is, placed under 
the artificial depression of forced transactions at a great loss to 
those engaged in them. How long they may be continued, it is 
impossible to say; but if there is really a deficiency of corn in

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THE TRADE AND NAVIGATION RETURNS. 


Tue monthly returns of Trade and Navigation, which will be 


October, show a remarkable increase upon the exports of the 
month. They amount to no less than 7,382.292/, against 
6,346,9942 last year, and 6,434,834/ in 1859. For the nine 
months ending the 10th of October, the exports amonnt to 
54,391,4382 this year, against 53,504.9782 in 1851, and 
50,286,4022 in 1850. The large increase in the present year is 
pretty equally thrown over all descriptions of articles, so that 
every branch of trade appears to share the remarkable activity 
which prevails. 

The accounts in relation to imports show the same results as 
those of the preceding inoaths. The consumption of all articles 
of foreign and colonial produce coutiaues to increase, but partictd- 
larly that of sugar, of which, for the single month, the consump- 
tion is no less than 6,228 tons more than in the corresponding 
month of last year. For the nine months the consnaption is 
267,952 tons, against 240,657 tons last year. Of coffee and tea 
the consumption is also larger. Of timber, the consamption con- 
tinues upon a very large scale. 

Of cotton wool, the importations of the year show a large in- 
crease, being 6,486,874 cwts, against 5,578,100 ewts last year, and 
4,723,469 ewts in 1850. The great increase is in cotton tha pro- 

Of cotton from India, the importation 


béiug only 307,136 cwts in 1852, against 697,484 cwts in 1851. 
Of sheep’s wool, the quantity imported in 1852 is about the same 
as that imported ia 1851, being 63,390,956 lbs, against 62,924,106 
Ibs. The quantity imported from British possessions is very little 
less, while that imported from foreign countries is rather more:—

MR WEBSTER. 


Tue latest advices from the United States have brought us news 
of the death of Mr Webster, Secretary of State. is decease, at 
the age of seventy, has caused a great sensation in the States. 
All the papers appear in mourning for him, and all parties concur 
iu his praise. He is not to be honoured, like Wellington, with a 
national faneral, but, while foreigners know little of his services, 
he held a high place in the estimation of his countrymen” 

Born in New Hampshire in 1782, he was educated for the legal 
profession—though he had, to complete his own education, to en- 
gage in teaching others. Called to the bar in 1805, he soon after- 
wards began to practise at Portsmouth, in his native province, 
and rapidly acquiring reputation, was chosen in 1812 to represent 
New Hampshire in Congress. At that time, Mr Clay, Mr Cal- 
houn, and other men of great ability, were amongst the repre- 
sentatives, and he acquired a reputation equa! to any of them. 
In 1816 he removed to Boston, and his professional and political 
reputation continually increasing, he soon became, aud he has 
ever since continued, one of the foremost men of Massachusetts. 

In 1822 he was elected representative for Boston to Congress, 
and in the following year, by a very elaborate speech on the Greek 
revolution, then exciting the attention of the political world, he 
greatly increased his reputation. He began to loom on the political 
horizon as one of the leaders of the nation. In 1824, in common 
with all his colleagues from Massachusetts except one, he opposed 
& protecting tariff then enacted. Under the Presidency of Mr 
Quincy Adams, from 1825-29, he was, without any office, the chief 
of his party in the House of Representatives ; but in that period 
he altered his course with respec: to the tariff, and sustained a law 
for the more equal distribution of protection. Iu 1827 he was 
elected a senator. The law of 1824 had extended the manafac- 
tures of Massachusetts; and iu obedience to the wishes of his 
constituents he then became, and he has ever since been, as the 
interest of Massachusetts is connected with a high tariff, a Pro- 
tectionist. 

For twelve years he continued in the Senate, and belonged 
during the whole period of the Presidency of General Jackson 
and Mr Van Buren to the unsuccessful Whig party. Though 
he remained in the minority, he acquired, by a succession of 
speeches, additional reputation. He was strenuously opposed to 
the Government financial measures, but he gave it a strong and 
| efficient support in opposing, in 1832 and 1833, the nullification 
| of the South Carolinians. He has, indeed, ever been an unswerving

Daring the General's life 
Mr Webster was all-powerful; he was fortunate in having a great 
opportunity to exert his peculiar abilities ands wisdom to use them 
well. America and Great Britain had a long festering dispute 
about the North-eastern boundary, and dissension was just then 
embittered by the detention of American vessels by our cruisers 
on the coast of Africa, and by the case of Mr M‘Leod. There was 
much apprehension for the continued peaceful relations between 
the two countries, and it was the merit of Mr Webster, and 
one of his great services to his country, held in most honour, that 
he preserved peace and sacrificed none of the national dignity. 

The treaty was equally beneficial to both nations, and left no 
rankling feeling in either. He retired from office in 1843, after 
the death of General Harrison, and resumed his place in the 
Senate, where he remained during the Presidency of Mr Polk, and 
till the death of General Taylor. On Mr Fillmore becoming 
President, he placed Mr Webster at the head of the department 
of State, and he held that office at the time of his death. His 
career was entirely civil. He was a great advocate and a great 
statesman, and for his exertions in these capacities he was 
esteemed, admired, and honoured by his countrymen. 

He was a man of ‘varied acquirements, an admirable speaker, and 
au agriculturalimprover. He was considered the greatest orator 
in the Union. Though his reputation surpassed that of several 
Presidents, he never “reached the Presidency. He was a great 
man, but not of the first order of great men. His mind was rather 
impulsive than solid. His intellect was gigantic rather than well 
knit and well proportioned. He was more a well-trained than an 
original man. He never soared above his countrymen, and it was 
the familiarity of his speeches, their adaptation to the public mind, 
that gained him popularity. Having little originality, catching his 
inspiration from the people and the events of the time, his conduct 
was marked with some inconsistencies. We have already alluded 
to one ; but it must be recorded, that having once come over to 
Protection, ke continued to support it to the end of his career. He 
was opposed to the Mexican war, but he gave all the aid in his 
power to bring it to a successful conclusion. As the leader of the 
New England States he was opposed to slavery, but he joined 
with Mr Clay to carry the Fugitive Slave Act. The majority 
of his countrymen believe that was a politic measure, but it 
was not the less opposed to what was expected from him. In the 
late disputes as to the fisheries and as to the Lobos Islands, his 
deference to some popular feelings led him into grave errors. He 
fanned popular excitement, and it is not yet quite clear that his 
retreat in the latter case was sufficiently early and sufficiently 
complete to ensure America agaiust further damage, while it has 
thrown a slur on her statesmanship: If the Americans pay, as 
they are accused of paying, too much respect to military reputa- 
tion, they also know how to honour great civil abilities. 


Mr Webster was always a stedfast advocate of the continuance 
of the Union, and of a policy that was popular and patriotic, if 
not enlightened. His advocacy of a high tariff sprang from 
a deference to his own immediate constituents ; ; and dependent as 
statesmen are on public opinion in the States, their changes with 
the changes in the popular views are more defensible than changes 
in European statesmen, who too often pride themselves on being 
above public opinion and on setting it at defiance. In America 
the population are new, and the political maxims derived from 
the ancient practices of Europe were at no time strictly ap- 
plicable to their condition. The actual progress of society there, 
too, is rapidly carrying it away from all that was honoured in old 
societies, even from many of the interpretations previously put on 
the eternal laws of right and wrong. In such a society there is, 
as is well known, an unusually large proportion of young people ; 
and people advanced in life, who, like politicians, look to the acts 
of the past for the guidance of their present conduct, are not likely 
to have as much influence in such a go-ahead society as in the 
old societies of Europe. Even in these, their more rapid pro- 
gress lately than formerly has damaged the reputations of most 
statesmen. They have been invariably in the rear instead of in 
the van of society, and as a class their influence is diminished. 

In America, where the progress of society is still more rapid, 
and the influence of the youthful still greater than in Europe, 
statesmen cannot hold fast by early adopted opinions, and must 
conform to public opinion, and act on a principle of compromise, 
or retire from the field. Mr Clay adopted compromise, the recon- 
ciliation of new opinions with old practices as the principle of his 
conduct, and he was long honoured by his country. In the same 
way Mr Webster long held his ground, by accepting with a good 

race, as in the case of the war with Mexico and the Fugitive 

lave Law, the conditions which the great majority of the people 
thought necessary for the safety and honour of the Union. Both 
these statesmen were more ductile and impressionable than Mr 
Quincy Adams, or the statesmen of a preceding age, and if they 
did not reach the Presidency, they continued to the end of their 
lives to enjoy the esteem and the reverence of their country. 
} @ Any worse motive than deference to public opinion, or desire to 
| serve the country in the only way it could be served, we never 
} heard imputed to them. Errors they might fall into, but they never 
| Grog ap ih advocated them to build up a party and get into place, 
ving up their own professed convictions the instant they were in 
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power. High-principled men may blame American statesmen for 
too large a deference to popular opinion ; but, amongst them, there 
is no example of public men waging a factious war for office, flat- 
tering what they know to be delusions, and degrading all states. 

manship to the rank of charlatanism. Perhaps in America they 
have altogether such an intelligent public that such arts are 
not necessary, theugh here they are had recourse to as adapted to 
one great class of the community. 

At all times aged heroes—the links of the past with the 
present—have passed away; but so many have recently been 
taken trom the world, that society seems bereaved of those who 
in England and America connected the present condition of so- 
ciety with the great revolutions which established the indepen- 
dence of the latter, and compelled the former to submit to almost 
unexampled nationai sacrifices. Mr Clay and Mr Webster were 
the younger contemporaries of the men who figured in the Ameri- 
can revolution, and the Duke of Wellington was in Parliament 
and in office with those who began the war which he so gloriously 
concluded. If in losing them we lose the connection with the 
past, future progress is probably accelerated by the natural sever- 
ance of ties which affection and habit made us wish to continue. Mr 
Webster being more of the old school of politics than any living 
American statesman, was more European than they are, and was 
a favourable conductor for dispersing in peace the somewhat op- 
posing political influences of Old Europe and Young America. As 
the statesmen disappear from that continent whose policy was in 
a measure formed by those whose birthplace was Europe, and as 
its new and vast power inspires new maxims, we may expect a 
still greater divergence in America from the policy of Europe. 
There is a growing separation in their political systems, but com- 
merce is rapidly increasing the bonds between them, carrying for- 

ward Old Europe with Young America, and keeping them together 
more by the old advancing with the young, than the young be- 
coming stationary. 





THE LADIES’ ADDRESS ON SLAVERY. 


Ovr best sentiments, it is well known, share in the fallibility of 
our nature, and sometimes lead us into evil. Our philanthropy 
often inflicts misery while it means to promote happiness. Our 
humanity sometimes encourages vice in relieving distress. Some 
guide, therefore, is necessary for our sentiments other than the 
sentiments themselves, and we find it in their recorded effects. 
We test our sentiments, even those of which we most approve, by 
their consequences. On this general principle, we must not be 
surprised, nor sentimentally object to the deduction, should it be 
shown that the benevolent exertions of the ladies of England to 
mitigate slavery in America may possibly not be followed by all 
the good effects they expect. 

The Times published on Tuesday a letter from the Earl of 
Shaftesbury, accompanied by an address from many thousands of 
the women of England to their sisters, the women of the United 
States, in which they refer to ‘‘ that system of negro slavery which 
** still prevails so extensively, and with such frightful results, in 
‘* many of the vast regions of the western world; and appeal to 
‘them very seriously to reflect, and to ask counsel of God, how 
‘* far such a state of things is in accordance with His Holy Word, 
“‘ the inalienable rights of immortal souls, and the pure and mer- 
“ ciful spirit of Christian religion. They cannot be silent on that 
** law which, in direct contravention of God’s own law, ‘ instituted 
‘“* in the time of man’s innocency,’ de ies to the slave the sanctity 
** of marriage ; which separates, at the will of the master, the wife 
“from the husband and the children from the parents. Nor can 
‘* they be silent on that awful system which interdicts to any race 
‘* of man, or any portion of the human family, education in the 
‘truth of the Gospel and the ordinances of Christianity. They 
‘* appeal to their sisters in America to raise their voices and 
‘** prayers for the removal of this affliction from the Christian 
‘** world.” The Noble Lord stated that ‘* more isto be permanently 
‘* effected by public opinion, and by appeals to the great sym- 
‘‘ pathies of mankind, than by force or by statute laws, and con- 
‘** cluded that if this, or some such address, were undertaken by 
** local committees, enriched by many signatures, and then trans- 
‘* mitted to America, it would not fail, under God’s blessing, to 
‘* produce a deep and fruitful impression.” The perfect amiability 
of the motives of our countrywomen and their noble herald are 
undoubted ; but some considerations occur to us, making it rather 
doubtful whether this mode of tr ansmitting addresses, ‘* enriched 
by many signatures,” be calculated to promote the object in view. 


That the national attempts to put down the slave trade, though 
sanctioned by public opinion, have protracted the traffic and made 
it more cruel, can scarcely be denied. However powerful public 
opinion may be, it shares the fallibility of our nature, and may 
lead to evil like the most condemned of our passions. In putting 
it in motion, therefore, we are not sure that it will produce good. 
Foreign nations do not like to have even their vices censured, and 
may take a pride in hardening themselves in errors which are 
attacked from abroad. An open and avowed interference of this 
kind is more likely to provoke retort than amendment. Some- 
thing may be said about plucking the beam out of the eye of the 
addressers. Such an address implies an assumption of superior 


goodness, which others are more CT to resent than to admit, 
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and the effects of such a corporate address may consequently 
impede rather than advance the emancipation the ladies of Eng- 
land benevolently desire. 


Of all the cireunstances of slavery in the States, and of the 
conditions of the slaves, they can only have a very superficial 
knowledge. If, therefore, as cannot be denied, we all, including 
the very wisest of us semetimes—nay, very often—take erroneous 
views of our own national affairs, even when we mean the best 
and have no bias of self-interest—if we are very often mistaken even 
as to our own private affairs, and regret the course we have taken, 
is it not highly probable that the addressing ladies may take a 
very incorrect view of slavery in the States, while they censure its 
continnance? From the present condemnation of our moral sen- 
timents there is reason to hope that society may outgrow slavery, 
but as yet it is only discarded in some parts of the globe. 


Slavery in America is interwoven with the whole life of the 
Southern States. By the last census there were 3,179,589 slaves 
in the States, and 419,173 free coloured population. The slaves alone 
are a seventh part of the whole population. They are the great in- 
struments for producing nearly all the cotton, much of the tobacco, 
and most of the sugar that is grown in the States. The bulk of the 
two former articles are exported, and on the labour of the slaves, 
therefore, depends a vast deal of the labour of Europe. Almost 
countless ships are employed bringing cotton and tobacco hither, 
and in carrying thither the articles for which cotton and tobacco 
are exchanged. Innumerable workmen and workwomen, here 
and on the Continent, are employed in manufacturiag and dispos- 
ing of the cotton. A business great almost beyond conception— 
surpassing, we aresure, the ideas of most of the addressing ladies— 
depends on those three millions of slaves. With that the ladies 
aspire to interfere. 


Suppose their voice should, through their sisters, reach the | 


slaves ; should convince them they were kept in slavery and kept 
from marriage contrary to God’s Holy Word ; and should rouse them 
to assert their rights, as they are taught them by the addressing 
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It is obvious that the establishing, by law, of a em of ter pensa- 
tion, would be a ta-k of the greatest nicety and dificutty. ro law to 
regula'e the terms of private bargains is itself always an objectionable proce- 
dure—ja-tifiable only on the ground of the plainest necessity. Bat even 
vosing -uch necessity were made out in the present case, a serious doubdt would 
remain whether the provisions which would require to be established would not 
very greatly impair the benefit which the taw might work to one class of the 
parties concerned. A general law can take no cognisance of private character—it 
must give that protection egainst all which is only needed against the bad. In 
the present matter, the sulj-ction by law of every landlord to a claim for com- 
pensation, would open a door to the ill disposed for fraud, against which he 
would be entitled to demand the completest security. That security could only 
he given by the setting up of such a multitude of preliminary forme, and the 
requirement of such exact conformance to the letter of the minutest directions 
of the law, as could not fail to prove extremely vexatious to those’ sgainst 
whose probity they cast an unjust suspicion. Nor is it very easy to'see how 
cucl directions contained in a law expressly imperative could be dispensed with 
by any of the parties, at least to the «effect of binding those others into whose 
hands their rights might fall by succession or sale. 

But I do not think any sach questions properly come before the society. 
And I beg to be distinetly anderetood as expressing no opinion in one way or 
the other on the propriety of establishing any form of tenant compensation by 
law. That which I have done is to lay before this society an explanation of 
the real position of the question—of the different species which have been un- 
fairly classed under one name—and of the true nature of that one which has 
wrought visible good where it has been in force, and which is being daily ex- 
tended into new localities by those who have seen its working in the old. And 
the purpose with which I have done this has been, that the question might be 
fairly raised, whether that which has been done by private egreement elsewhere, 
may not be done to equal advantage by private agreement in Fife—by private 
agreement, under which all the d ficulties of a general law are escaped—ander 
which the parties may regulate the stipulations which they come under to suit 
their own particular circumstances, prospects, and designs—under which good 
character and skilled industry will receive that reward and indulgence which no 
general law can ever give them —and under which, whatever has been found of 
use elsewhere, may be imported here, modified to stit the eustoms to which we 
are used, the legal rights which we already erjoy, and the systems of cultivation 


which bas been found best suited to this particular locality. 


In fact, the notion of legislative tenant-right seems now to be pretty 
generally given up, and the advocat.s of such a system confine their 


| recommendations to voluntary arrangements of that sort. This, of 


ladies, with the fary of fanaticism :—might the ladies not shudder | 


for the consequences, and think them even worse than slavery ? 
The slaughter of many, the interruption of the labour of all, 


would ensue. .Much commerce would be annihilated, many fac- | 


tories would be shut up, many people would starve. The means 
of supplying the wants of the slaves would in a great measure 
cease; they would not be allowed to occupy the land, or form 
elsewhere an independent community ; and the kindly-meant in- 
terference with slavery might plunge the slaves iuto irredeemable 
ruin without putting an end to slavery. 


We are as earnestly opposed ia heart and mind to slavery as 
Lord Shaftesbury, but much as we have been excited by Mrs 
Stowe’s descriptions, we shrink back astonished at the vastness 
of the subject, and at the possible misery involved in disturbing 
it, from unsparingly condemning it in the States, and from urging 
sensitive. sentimental women, on religious grounds, to exert them- 
selves against it. Society may outgrow the evil ; it cannot be 
otherwise eradicated. The slave-owners, from a conviction of 


course, is matter for the consideration of landlords and tenants in 
each case; but we think a landowner will be prudent to avoid sad- 
diing his farms with heavy valuations, and an incoming tenant will 
act wisely to resist payment foranything he cannot see. In Scotland 
it would appear the incoming tenant often objects to pay for the 
turnips grown and left on the land by his predecessor. Thus Mr 
tion yman—after moving, “ That the custom, partially followed in 
Scotland, of paying the ou'going tenant for the value of the uncon- 
sumed turnip crop grown in the last year of the lease, should in all 
cases be adopted”—said, that the turnip crop, if not taken by the in- 
coming tenant, was very difficult to sell, and that it was for the in- 
terest of all parties that the turnip crop should not be removed from 
the farm. This may be admitted; and there would certainly be no 


hardship in stipulating that an incoming tenant should take the

and finally in abolishing slavery. Their own convictions, de- 
rived from their own observation, must be their guides, and 
these are more likely to be obscured than enlightened by the 
direct interference of foreigners. We are afraid that the pro- 
ceeding of the Noble Earl and the ladies is less discreet and less 
wise than well intentioned.

HOW TO ATTRACT CAPITAL TO LAND. 


Tue hopes and fears, the doubts and hesitations of landowners and 
occupiers are gradually resolving thems+lves into considerations of 
the best means of inducing the improvement of land, both permanently 
and by improved cultivation, and of attracting and securing the 
capital necessary to be employed for such purposes. Amongst other 
efforts of this sort is the discussion of the question of tenan -right by 
the Trafalgar Agricultural Society in Fifestiire. This was commenced 
by an elaborate paper by Mr Kinnear. It seems the society last year 
passed resolutions affirming the “ desirableness of having the most 
liberal covenants possible in leases, and especially of establishing 
some system of cumpensution | to the outgoing tenant, beyond that 
which is at present customary in this neighbourhood. But neither in 
the resolutions themselves, nor in the discussions which preceded 
their adoption, were any of the serious difficulties which stand in the 
way of the practical carrying out of these resolutions alluded to ; 
nor was anything whatsoever doue towards removing or diminishing 
them.” 

These the lecturer examines in much detail, referring to the 
absurd Sarrey and Sassex valuations as being widely different from 
what he considers to be a good system of compensation to an outgoing 
tenant. The Lincolnshire tenant-right seems to be his model ; but 
that its ben: fits have been vastly overrated is beyond all doubt.

—for November—there are two papers of much utility, the one “Oa 
the Science of Manuring,” and the other “Ou the Importance of Poul- 
try to Farmers.” The first paper has reference to details on manuring 
with mineral substances, and to fallowing and burning land. Ina 
postscript on guano and artificial m«nures, the writer, referring to the 
prize of 1,000 offered by the Royal Agricultural Society for the dis- 
covery of a manure equal in fertilising properties to guano, to be sold 
at a price not exceeding 5/ per ton, says :—“ With better appreciation 
of the pecuniary value of such a discovery, a gentleman, whos office 
is not many yards from the Royal Exchange, states that he will pay 
100,000/ for similar information.” And we suspectthe City merchant's 
estimate of the value of a cheap m«nure is far more correct than that 
of the Council of the Royal Agricultural Society. — 

The following passege on artificial manure-making seems to show 
that as yet there is no great expectation of providing any cheap sub- 
stitute for guano :— 

As guano does not afford potash in any proportion worth noticing, and phos- 
phoric acid can be obtained from other sources in «bundance, as bones or apatite, 
the real difficulty consists in obtaining ammonisz. Now, the only source whence 
we can seek for ammonia in any adequate quantities is from our coal meaeu es ; 
and, in order to effectually compete with guano at 7/ per ton, the price of sul- 
phate of ammonia ought not to be above 8! or 9/. The consequence, however, 
of a large demand on limited supplies is to enhance the price ; and, unlees 
means be devised to economise the waste of ammonia from ordin’ry furnaces, 
&c , the total supp!y as now afforded by the gas worke, &c, is totaily inade- 
quate. Whether the destructive distillation of coals and the accompanying 
shales could be profitably carried forward, and thus increase the supply, is a 
problem that has yet to be solved. The extension of gas lighting for domestic 
purposes, and as an agent fur producing heat in dwellings, may contribute to 
the end desired. Indirectly, aleo, the discoveries of Professor Way on the ab- 
sorptive powers of the hydrated double silicates of alumina, and lime, magnesia, 
soda, &c., may possi! ly contribute much to lessen the dependence of the farmer 
on extraneous sources of emmonia; the extent, however, to which this can be 
attained, and the economical production of these hydrated double silicates, are 
as yet unsolved problems. Reviewing the whole question, it therefore appeurs 
that in our present state of knowledge no other chance exists of obtaining a 
rival to guano than the establishment of some such a manufactory as that in- 
dicated in a former part of this paper: one in which all the resources of science 
shall be brought to bear so as to economise and utilise products often now 
wasted, and, in some instances, the driving off which is a source of expense, 
«dapting these and other waste materials and products of inferior value to 
the purposes of husbandry. Great as the improvements have been in manu- 
facturing chemistry during the last century, it ought not to be forgotten that 
the temptation to the exercise of ingenuity arose mainly from the circumstance 
that objects of large avd growing consumption, and at continuously enhanced 
prices, owing to such increased use, attained not only high prices, but were 
gradually advancing. In the case of manures, however, we have two articles 
required of an expensive character—ammonia and potash—which relatively, 
a8 compared with the power of consumption in the form of manures, ere only 
of very limited production ; whilst, on the other hand, the demand for them for 
manures at alow price would be to practical purposes unlimited. It is on 
account of these reasons that the composition of a good and cheap manure is 
surrounded with so mapy difficulties. 

The paper on Poultry consists of a lecture delivered at a farmers 
club in Leicestershire. The profitableness of poultry is strongly in- 
sisted on, that profitableness arising from the fact that the birds live 
to a great extent on insects, grubs, beetles, and so forth, as well as on 
corn which would otherwise be wasted. The writer places turkeys 
at the head of the list for profit giving ; next he rates ducks, and then 
chickens; but our own experience would lead us te place chickens 
first, for when well fed and managed we know that they produce a 
large weight of food in the form of eggs and meat at a very low cost. 
Turkeys require extreme care and are very delicate, while ducks are 
too large consumers to be profitable. The following account is given 
in two cases of returns from turkeys and fowls :-- 

At a hovel by the side of a large field some poultry is kept for breeding and 
rearing chickens and turkeys for sale; and this year’s accouut stands, up to the 
present time, something like the following : —

Here they are 80 Spanish hens producing from 12 to 
13 Ibs weight of eggs each, or raising a money value (upon the insects they 
picked up) of 6! for the season. It will be right to remember that this lot 
have to be kept through the winter, and will also want some replacing ; but I 
think the chickens hatched by these hens, in addition to the eggs laid, will pay 
for the load of the barley-raking which I have set down for their winter con- 
rs nga and also fill up the vacancy mede by deaths, accidents, and necessary 

ange. 

The merits of the now fashionable breed of Cochin China fowls, as 
rearers of chickens, are admitted, but upon the whole the Speckled 
ae 7 said to be, for eggs and chickens together, the most profit- 
abie breed. 








PROGRESS OF RURAL IMPROVEMENT. 


Ar an agricultural meeting at South Molton, Devonshire, Earl For- 
tescue, after referring to improvements going on in that district, 
said “ he did not think he had seen so great an increase in the growth of 
green crops, or so many wastes taken into cultivation as had been the 
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' case within the last five years;" and on the same occasion Lord Polti- 


more said:—‘* They were told some years ago that the agricultural 
interest was gone—that they were all ruined; but there they were 
that day met to celebrate the ninth anniversary of that useful society, 
without any evidence or trace of that ruin with which they were to 
have been visited. He was informed that before the institution of the 
North Molton and Twichen Association only 119 acres of turnips were 
grown, and even that smal! quantity was very badly managed: now 
they had 884 acres of turnips very well managed indeed, and about 
109 acres of mangold wurzel and carrots. Now i' that was to be con- 
sidered ruin, he for one did not care about it. They had heard that 
they lived in eventful times, which were to result in the d-precia- 
tion of the value of Jand, if not in the destruction of the landed in- 
terests. He would ask them if they thought they could buy an estate 
cheaper now than they could ten years ago ? His firm conviction was 
that they could not.” 
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TRADE CIRCULARS, 


SPIRIT OF 


(From Messrs Churchill and Sim's Circular.) 
London, Nov. 12, 1852. 

A large trade in wood has been carried on during the autumn, 
with a gradual advance of prices on the leading articles of consump- 
tion, as the season draws towards its close ; not altogether unuffected 
by the increased freight, and in one article, Baltic timber, by a 
large consumption here, and the recent diminished supply, but more 
especially influenced by improvement in the resources of our trade ; 
for while the stocks of deals and battens are accumulating in the 
public docks to a much larger extent than last year, we have found 
confidence in buying almost every article of supply at improved 
rates, and these in the prospect of future consumption, which is not, 
at this period of the year, equally extensive with the supply. 

The quotaténs given in our Price Current show the rise which has 
taken place in Quebec pine deals, it being progressive since the open- 
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| ing of the season, and amounting in all to 30s per Petersburg standard 
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hundred. In Qu+bec spruce deals the advance is very small, as the 
“spruce deals of New Brunswick, and the wl itewood dea's and bat- 
tens of Norway, Sweden, and Russia, continue to rule at competing 
pricess The rise not cacceding 10s, is quite inad: quate to increased 
treight for the late or winter voyages, nor is increased consumption 
yet sufficiently evident to bear improvement in the rates of both 
colonial and Baltic whitewood. Of pine and spruce deals combived, 
the dock stocks are rather in excess of last year, but our observation 
induces us to state that the private stocks of the buyers are lower in 
pine deals than for several past years. F 

Of Qubec pine timber the supply bas been more than is usually 
required in this market. During the autumu a steady average was 
preserved at rates remunerative on the import cost; but the recent 
arrival of large quantities, with the increased freight payable thereon, 
cannot produce equal results while our prices bear no advance, 
although the short supply of Baltic fir timber, and the entire absence 
of Canadian red pine timber, will bring yellow pine again into use for 
house-building, and prevent its dropping below the existing quota- 
tions. Of Quebec red pine there is no supply, except in mast and 
spar pieces, which, when care‘ully selected, is highly esteemed; the 
square timber for conversion here being worth 80s to 100s per load, 
and the masts themselves have risen in proportion; inferior 
masts end coarse timber bear no proportion thereto. ‘The pres- 
sure of thesale of ouk timber has brought down the price to 
70s and 75s per load, at which some quantity has been taken 
off for an outport. The rest of the stock is still held over for 
improvement in this market. Last year there w. re 138 loads in the 
dock stocks, and at present there are 2,477 loads; the former was 
unprecedently low, yet the present is not «excessive, provided its use 
should be equal to past times. In the price of elm timber there is no 
change to be noticed; the stock and consumption seem to range 
with last year, with one advantage favourable to the present time—- 
that the old timber hus been consumed and the stock on hand is fresh, 
and its value dependent on size and selection, the most part being 
rock elm. Large ash has, when clean and straight, sold as high as 
80s, while the small or common is difficult to sell at, or above, 50s 
per load. Standard staves rising as high as 75/ pr mille during the 
press of demand for casks for emigrant ships, have since receded to 
702, as had been expected when the keenness of demand was supplied, 
and they are now heavy of sale. Puncheon staves continue as last 
quoted. The stock of Quebec staves is now 338 mille against 192 
mille in November, 1851. 

The value of New Brunswick deals has not been depressed during 

the whole season, having at no one period a glut or accumulation of 
unsold stock, and a progressive though very sma!l improvement iu 
price has been made; with other advantages recently by selling bat- 
tens at the rate of deals, and instead of allowing on pine deals finding 
them an aid in the assortment of cargoes (which arises from the ad- 
vance in the low class of pine deals from Canada). Tow far the ship- 
ments can continue to be made under enhanced freight is difficult to 
foresee, and it only appears that as there is no reom to raise the value 
here, the extra freight must, pro tanto, reduce the prime cost. Cheap- 
ness being still the attraction to use spruce, the lower classes are 
most saleable, and at present the common pine deals wiil suit even 
better than spruce, 
_ Board pine timber being very scarce, one cargo of choice selection 
in size and quality has sold for 95s per load; and we have the de- 
mand forsimilar, Fresh large birch ranges from 653 to 75s per load. 
Railway sleepers in pine and hackmatack begin to be inquired for, 
and there will be a fair opening for contracts presently, 8,000 square 
pine were sold at 3s 6d each for the 9-feet 5 }410 size, and the sizes 
of 94-feet 6 4 12-inch in proportion. Some of the railway engineers 
now prefer pine to any other sort, because it more readily absorbs the 
solutions applied.

For the last two months the importation of fir timber from the ports 
of Prussia and from Riga has been suddenly contracted. The supply 
from Sweder, though large, has also been less than was expected, 
and from all ports the difficulty of finding tonnage, with the delay in 
the voyages, has pressed with such severity on the demand for pend- 
ing works here, that our dock stock has become nearly absorbed in 
the reduction from 52,348 loads of foreign fir timber in November, 
1851, to 10,526 loads at the present time, which, with the additional 
deficiency of 5,236 loads of red pine timber, has produced an entire 
and uncontemplated rise in prices, exceeding 10s a load on all classes, 
The second or cheaper timber has more immediately received the 
impulse, and it may have a very prejudicial effect on the supplies and 


contract prices for next year, though this season is too near its close 
to be affected by the supply which has yet to arrive, 
Joreign Correspoudince. 














Frem our Paris Correspondent. 
Paris, Nov. 11, 1852. 

You know already all the particulars of the proceedings of the 
Senate for the establishment of the Empire, at least the particulars 
which the Government has published. A committee has been com- 
posed of ten members, M. Mesnard, Vice-President of the Senate, 
M. Troplong, M. Baraguay d’Hilliers, Cardinal Dupont, General 
d’Hautpoul, Baron Lacrosse, Marshal Vaillant, General Regnauid 
de Saint Jean d’Angely, Count Simeon, and General Ornano. Three 
days were sufficient for the Senate and its committee to examine and 
report upon the grave questions which were intrusted to their ex- 
amination. There were, however, lengthened debates to decide 
whether an heir-apparent should be appointed by the Senate. Prince 
Jerome, the uncle of Louis Napolcon, desired to be proclaimed the 
heir-apparent, with his son, Napoleon Bonaparte. But six members 
out of ten declared that the choice of the heir should be left to Louis 
Napoleon himself, in case he should bave no male issue. This reso- 
lution gave great offence to Prince Jerome, who immediately re- 
signed his situation as President of the Senate; so that it was re- 
solved that the future Emperor should follow the example of 
Napoleon I., and preside over that assembly. M. Mesnard was then 
appointed reporter, and he prepared a senatus consultum, by which 
the Imperial dignity is restored, and bestowed upon Louis Napoleon 
and his male posterity. He will assume the title of Napoleon III, 
The constitution of the 15th of January, 1852, is maintained, with 
all its articies which are not contrary to the present senatus conse/ 
tum, which will be submitted to the votes of the French people. Ac- 
cordingly, the electors are convoked for the 21st and 22ud instant, in 
order to give their assent or dissent by ayes and noes ; and, on the 
25th the Legislative body will meet, in order to make the general 
scrutiny of the votes, and proclaim the result. 

The senatus consultum has been adopted by 86 senators out of 87 
who were presint. It is reported that the dissentient vote was given 
by M. Veillard, who was the new Emperor's preceptor, but does no} 
approve of the restoration of the Empire. 

The result of the popular vote about this senaius consultum is not 
doubtful. Louis Napoleon wil! certainly obtain an immense majority, 
Some persons believe that he will scarcely have as many suffrages as 
on the 20th of December, when he was declared President for life 
with full powers by seven and a half millions of votes. But you may 
be sure that every measure will be taken to exceed that number, 
as Louis Napoleon will be considerably disappointed if his majority 
were declining for such a paramount circumstance. d 

On Sunday last, when the senators had voted upon their senatus 
consultum, they repaired with great ceremony to St Cloud, and de- 
livered a copy of it to the President. His answer to the Vice-Presi- 
dent was moderate, and it was much applauded by all the bystanders ; 
but when the senators held their first sitting a message was sent, 
which produced a very unfavourable effect on the public, and it will 
certainly raise new suspicions in foreign cabinets. It contained a 
phrase which ended with some promises 0! peace, but which was con- 
sidered as rather warlike and threatening to the foreign nations which 
vanquished Napoleon I. and humbled France in 1815. He said that 
the restoration of the Empire wes a new consecration of the victories of 
’89—that it will satisfy the just pride of the French people, as it will 
restore, with liberty and rc flection, what had been overturned thirty- 
seven years ago by the whole of Europe in the midst of the disasters 
of the country. He, however, mitigated these imprudent declara- 
tions, by declaring further that these aims would be attained without 
making viciims, without troubling the peace of the wor!d, without 
threatening the independence of any body. ; 

This message immediately roused apprehensions of war; and, 
indeed, when ove considers the influence which has been given to the 
army, it seems nearly impossible to satisfy them for a lengti: of time, 
unless there is a war to give new dignities and rewards to the soldiers, 

Such language was likely to have checked the rise of the fuads 
and securitics, as it produced a great sensation on the Bourse, But 
two days after it became known it was forgotten by the spe culators, 
who continued to push up the prices of all the securities, Bat that 
general improvement iu the rentes and shares has been suddenly 
stopped by a fatal imprudcnce, which now threatens the Fren h | 
market with a serious crisis. ; - — 

On Monday Sast Louis Napoleon complaine d before several capitalists 
of the exaggerated rise of the railway shares,as he saw that it was an 
obstucle to the improvement of the rentes. He appre hended, besides, 
that it would produce z# financial crisis, as the shares of sev: ral minor 
lines, which give no benefit, were at unre asonable pric: sin the sole hope 
of a future amalgamation. Ile annouced that he would send a not» to 
the Moniteur, in order to declare that the Government would consent 
to no vew amalgamation of railway companies. A capitalist, who 
was present, observed that such a note would certainly bring abou 
the crisis which the President desired to avoid, and it was resolved 
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that the syndic of the stockbrokers should be consulted about the 
measures to be taken in order to check the excess of speculation 
M. Billault was accordingly summoned, and found no other practical 
means than to enforce a regulation by which every stockbroker must 
demand a certain sum of money from each specuilator for al! his 
time bargains. This advice was adopted, and on Monday last the 
syndic announced, that after the approaching account of the 15th every 
speculator would be obliged to make a deposit of 150f per share for 
all his time bargains. 

This measure was a wise one, if it had been executed with pru- 
dence ; but as it was announced suddenly, at a moment of great spe- 
lation, it had a critical effect on the market. Many stockbrokers 
had bought large quantities of shares for speculators who had not 
suflicieat money, aud who were obliged immediately to sell their 
Shares. Others who had great profits hastened to pocket them by 
seiling everything they had purchased. It is said that two stock- 
brokers were buyers of 50,000 shares each, and as they had no secu- 
rity for them, they were obliged to sell, so that a large depreciation 
took place upon every kind of shares, and chiefly on those which had 
given rise to the wildest speculatious.

“| continue to receive from all Foreign Powers assurance of their a:xious 
desire to maintain the friend!y relations now happily subsisting with my Go- 
verpment.

“GENTLEMEN OF THE House OF CoMMONS, 

“ The estimates for the ensuing year will in due time be laid before you. 

“ The advancement of the Fine Arte and of Practical Science will be readily 
recognised by you as worthy of the attention of a great and enlightened nation. 
I have directed that a comprehensive scheme shall be laid before you, having 
in view the promotion of these objects, towards which I invite your aid and 
co-operation. 


“ My Lorps AND GENTLEMEN, 


“It gives me pleasure to be enabled by the blessing of Providence to con- 
gratulate you on the generally improved condition of the country, and espe- 
cially of the industrious classes. If you should be of opiion that recent 
legisintion In contributing, with other ceuses, to this happy result, has at the 
game time inflicted unavoidable injury on certain important interests, I re- 
commead you dispassionately to consider how far it may be practicable equitably 
to mitigate that injury, and to enuble the industry of the country to meet suc- 
cessfully that unrestricted competition to which Parliament, in its wisdom, has 
decided that it should be subjected. 

“+ I trust that the general improvement, notwithstanding many obstacles, has 
extended to Ireland; and while I rely with confidence on youraid, should it 
be required, to restrain the unbapyy spirit of insubordination and turbulence 
which produces many, and aggravates all of the evils which afflict that portion 
of my dominions, I recommend to you the adoption of such a liberal and gener- 
ous policy towards Ireland, as may encourage and assist her to rally from the 
depression in which she has been sunk by tbe sufferings of late years. 

“ Anxious to promote the efficiency of every branch of our National Church, 
1 have thought fit to issue a Commission to inquire and report to me how far, ia 
their opinion, the Capitular Institutions of the country are capable of being 
made more effective for the great objects of religious worship, religious educa- 
tion, and ecclesiastical discipline. 


“] have directed that the Reports of the Commissioners for inquiring into 
the system of education pursued at Oxford and Cambridge should be commu- 
nicated to the governing bodies of those Universities for their consideration ; 
and I rely upon your readiness to remove any legal difficultics which may im- 
pede the desire of the Universities at large, or of the several Colleges, to intro- 
duce such amendments into their existing system as they may deem to be more 
in accordance with the requirements of the present time. 

“The system of Secondary Punishments has usefully occupied the labours of 
successive Parliaments, and | shall rejoice if. you sball find it possible to devise 
means by which, without giving encouragement to crime, transportation to Van 
Diemen’s Land may at no distant period be altogether discontinued, 


“ The subject of Legal Reform continues to engage my anxious attention. 
The Acts passed in the last Session of Parliament have been followed up by 
the orders necessary for putting them in operation; inquiries are in progress, 
by my direction, with a view of bringing into harmony the testamentary juris- 
diction of my several Courts; and Bills will be submitted to you for effecting 
farther improvements in the administration of the law. 

“ To these and other measures affecting the social condition of the country, [ 
am persuaded that you will give your earnest and zealous attention ; and I 
pray that, by the blessing of Almighty God, your deliberations may be guided 
to the well-being and happiness of my people.” 


The House of Lords adjourned during pleasure on the retirement of Her 
Majesty, and resumed at five o’clock, when 

The Ear! of Donoughmore moved the adoption of the usual address to the 
Queen ; referring seriatim to the principal topics in the Royal Speech, of which 
the address was, as usual, an echo. 

The Marquie of Bath, in seconding the motion, made especial reference to 
the alleged claims of the agricultural classes to compensation for injuries re- 
ceived through recent legislation, beneficial as that legislation might have 
proved to the people at large. 

The Marquis of Lansdowne next addressed their lordships upon some of the 
topics contained in the Royal Speech, and especially avowed his conviction of 
the complete success of the present commercial system. 

After a few remarks from Lord Brougham, 

Lord Derby, after paying his tribute of respect to the memory of the Duke of 
Wellington, proceeded to thank the Marquis of Lansdowne and Lord Brouzham 
for thesupport which their remarks on the necessity of maintaining our defences 
would afford to the Government, and to congratulate the house on the success 
which, up to the present time, had attended the enrolment of the militia. Pass- 
ing to that part of Her Mejesty’s speech which spoke of the “improved condi- 
tion” of the industrious classes, he wished to state a few facts. From the in- 
creased consumption of certain articles, such as tea, tobaeco, coffee, and sugar, 
it was evident that the circumstances of large classes of the community had im- 
proved considerably during the last three years. In the savings banks of the 
agricultural districts, too, within the same period, the deposits had been increas- 
ing a8 Compared with the sums withdrawn, until, in the present year, they had 
balanced one another, for the first time since 1847, when free trade gave such 
a severe blow to industry in those districts. When he considered the circum- 
stances which had combined to neutralise the injurious effect of the free tri de 
system, he comcurred with thore who attributed them to the great importation 
of gold and extensive emigration. With regard to the policy of free trade, he 
did pot |csitate to say that, after the o; inion pronounced by the country, be was 
Prepaied to bow to its d-cision, and, whi.e desirous as far as possible to mitigate 
the injury iuflcted by that policy, to adopt it, and to carry it out frankly and 
loyally. With regard to the measures proposed in mitigation of the injury 
caused to certain classes by free trade, if the house would wait patiently for a 
fortnight, till the Chancellor of the Exchequer made his financial statement. it 

Would see bow the Government were prepared to deal with the subject, Until 
then he hoped the house would abstain from expressing ite opinion. 
The address was then adopted, and their lordships adjourned.

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HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


Thursday, Nov. 11. 


In the House of Commons the Chancellor of the Exchequer brought upa 
renort of the treaty with the Republic of Peru. 

The Speaker then read the Royal Speech, after which, 

Lord Lovaine, who reviewed in succession the several topics noticed in Her 
Mojesty’sa speech, paying a warm tribate to the memory of the late Duke of 
Wellington, and bearing bis testimony to the patriotism, the good conduct, and 
the efficiency of the 50,000 men who, in the short space of six weeks, had en- 
rolled themselves in the militia. He admitted that the policy of the last three 
years had contributed considerably to the prosperity of the country—an avowal 
which drew forth loud cheers from the opposition benches. But he drew a 
great distinction between free trade in general commodities and free trade in 
corn. The latter stood upon an altogether different footing, and had inflicted 
considerable injury upon a large class. He hoped, therefore, that the paragraph 
in reference to this subject, in the Royal Speech, would not be overlooked by the 
house. 

Mr Egerton, in seconding the motion, alluded to the paragraph in the.Royal 
Speech relating to the proposed scheme for the education of the labouring 
classes. It had been the privilege of two preceding ministers—one to get 
cheap food for the people, and the other to improve their sanitary condition ; 
and it was the boast of the present Government to effect the great good of 
educating the laborious classes in the arts by which they lived. In conclusion, 
the bon. member alluded with great pleasure, and amidst the especial applause 
of the opposition side of the house, to one great fact contained in the speech— 
the undoubt«d fact of the general prosperity of the country. While, however, 
it could not be denied that it was through the present commercial system that 
the people at large had cheap and sufficient food, it was als true that there 
was one particular class who were suffering through the same causes; and 
these, surely, were entitled to relief. 

Mr Villiers, who rose amidst genera) applause from the opposition, had a few 
words to say before the motion was put. After reiterating the circumstances 
and conditions on which the present Government came inte office, he pointed 
out the peculier position in which they were at present placed with respect to 
the people of England, it being necessary either that they or the people of Eng- 
land should change their opinions with regard to the commercial policy of the 
country. He had heard the speech from the throne, and also the speeches of the 
mover and seconder of the address, and he compiained that he could not discover 
from those sources whether any such coincidence existed, The one paragraph 
in the Royal Speech referring to the point in question he considered alt. gether 
insufficient ; and he could not see any one proof that the Government were re- 
conciled to the policy approved of by the m»jority in the country— or, if recon- 
ciled, that their reconciliation would be of a permanent kind. The question 
was a vital one to the interests of the conntry, and must be decided, and decided 
finally. It could not be decided by what the ministers had told them, for their 
language was vague, and— without wishing to raise angry discussion—he might 
say defective. ‘the hon. gentleman would not move an amendment. but de- 
manded that the question. should be finally decided by a distinct motion to be 
brought before the house for that purpose; and euch a motion he proposed to 
introduce himself on the 22nd of this month. 


At the close of Mr Villiers’s address manifestations of an ironical nature were 
made with a view to the uprising of Mr Booker, but that hon. gentleman. not 
responding to the call, 

Mr Hume rose, and, going at onoe to the heart of the subject before the 
house, taunted the Government in forcible terms with what he characterised as 
a want of courage and openness in not honestly stating their opivions and in- 
tentione with regard to. their intended commercial policy. There was one 
omission in the Royal Speech of which he specially complained. Nothing had 
been said on the subject of a revision of the taxation of the country, notwith- 
standing that the last Parliament, and he belieyed the present one, were in 
favour of a reform in thie department. The income tax had also been espe- 
cially passed over. On the general subject of protection and free. trade, the 
hop. member expressed himself with considerable warmth, being perfectly 
assured that the country would never submit to a return to the old system. 


Mr. Walpole, briefly alluding to§the observhjions of Mr Hume, said, with re- 
gard to what bad fallen from the hon. member fur Wolverhampton (Mr Vil- 
liers), that he agreed that the question of the commercial policy of the country 
must be finally settled, and if the hon. gentleman would move an amendment, 
the Government were prepared to go into the discussion at once. Ou the part 
of his friends he could say, that they had made up their minds as to their plans, 
and it had alwaye been their intention to submit them to the house on the 
earliest possible opportunity ; but they had thought it right to wait until after 
the funeral of the Dake of Wellington. There was surely, however, sufficient 
in the Royal Speech, and in what had fallen from his hon. friends, to show that 
it was not the intention of the Government to disturb the commercial system 
under which the country had been found to flourish. 


Lord J. Russell ad ded his condemnation of the wavering policy of the mi- 
nistry to that of hon. members who had preceded him. Even in the «peech 
itself there were portions favourable’ to free trade, and portions favourable to 
protection ; and while the mover of the address adhered to protection to the 
last, the seconder boldly spoke out in favour of free trade. After adverting 
to the great benefits derived by this country from free trade—benefits which 
were scarcely surparsed by the revolution of 1688—the noble lord expressed his 
conviction that sooner or later the principle would be adopted by other nations, 
and be prc ductive of the greatest benefit to Europe and the world. With this 
prospect in view, it was not for the country to evade the great question which 
was now before them to decide. He rejoiced to hear that the Government 
did not intend to return to protection; but there was a paragraph in the 
Reyal Speech which seemed to hint at something like protection in a diaguised 
form, and of this he warped them to be on their guard. 


The Chancellor of the Exchequer defended the paragraph which had been.al- 
luded to, which, 8o far from being evasive, contained a decisive deciaration in 
favour of the great principle of competition as the commercial policy of the 
country. He did not consider that the Government interfered with this great 
principle when they declared their intention of taking into consideration the 
claims of certain classes who, apart from its benefit to the community at large, 
had suffered from the recent policy. The Government also saw that those com- 
meicial changes had been effected without a corresponding change in the finan- 
ciel system of the country, and this system it was the intention cf the Govern- 
ment altogether to reform. If tbe noble lord (Lord J. Russell) considered this 
as a return to protection, he doubted if his lordship would induce the-house 
to agree with bim. With regard to what had fallen from Mr Hume, he assured 
that hon, gentleman that the income tax (in inquities into which the Lon. gen: 
tleman seemed to be a perfect glutton) had been provided for in the full finan- 
cial plans which he (the Chancellor of the Exchequer) had to propose to them 


on an early day—which he could not, he feared, make earlier than the 26th of 
this month. 


————————— 
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Mr. Gladstone expressed his strong concurrence in what had been said on the 
subject of the evasiveness of the paragraph whicl had come under discussion, 
and commented severely upon the present attitude of the Government. As for 
their Protectionist frien:!s—whom they seemed so fearful of offending —if they 
did not stick at the principle of competition which had been formally adopted 
by the Government—what could they ever ‘complain of afterwards? At the 
same time, he considered that the friends of free trade had every reasou to be 
on the alert, and to insist upon the question being formally and finally decided. 
For the result of the trial he had no fear, for the restoration ‘of protection was 
as impossible as the repeal of the Bill of Rights, or the re-enactment of the hep- 
tarehy. ‘The hon. member concluded a powerfal and impressive speech, bya 
vigorous description of the benefits past and coming from the present commer- 
cial policy, and his own determination to do his utmost to maintain it. 

Mr Newdegate defended the Government, and hoped jthat the house would 
not pass its judgment upon their policy before their plans had been formally 
brought forward. 

Mr Christopher defended the Government generally, »nd made some exp'ana- 
tions in reference to certain changes which his own political opinions had an- 
dergone—changes which had been sarcastically commentéd on by Mr Gladstone. 

Mr B. Oaborne ridiculed the forbearance which had been enjoined and ob-

EARTHOUAKE IN THE Norts or ENGLAND.—Early on Tuesday morning 
| a smart shock of av earthqnake was felt thr mghont the northern districts of 
England, Wales, and, as will be seer by another paragraph, on the eastern 
coast of Ireland. Amongst other places it was felt in Liverpool, Manchester, 
| Birmingham, Chester, Worcester, Congleton, Carnarvon, Chirk, Ruthin, 
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Bangor, Holyhead, &e.—In Liverpool the motion was from west to east, and 
accompanied in many cases bya rumbling noise. In some cases individuals 
were awoke from a sound sleep, and jumped on the floor, expecting an attack 
from some nocturnal marauder; in other cases children screamed and hid 
their faces under the bedclothes: whilst, in a few instances, persons in bed 
simply felt a kind of rocking motion like that of a cradle bed. So great 
were ihe vibrations in Standish that one woman was thrown quite out of bed. 
In Manchester those who speak of the phenomenon say that windows ahook 
and clattered loudly, and that the beds on which they lay were lifted up and 
rocked beneath them. In Birmingham, a gentleman residing at Balsall 
Heath states that the shock lasted from six to eight seconds, and that along 
with considerable vibration there were subterraneous sounds. At Edgbaston, 
too, similar phenomena were observed by persons in bed, but no mischief was 
done, neither does the occurrence appear to have been generally noticed. 
—In Worcester there was a vibration or undulation of the ground, anda 
rumbling noise preceded and accompanied each shock, although it was 
perfectly calm atthe time. At several houses in this city the bells were 
heard to jingle, fire irons rattle, and candlesticks and other articles were 
upset, and, for‘unately, it appears that nothing more serious resulted. 
The same effect seems to have been experienced at the different towns in 
the county, especially at Malvern, Kidderminster, and Bewdley. A gentle- 
man, writing from Carnarvon, says:—A roaring, louder than breakers at 
sea or tempests on land could ever produce, was heard around, and 
continued for perhaps twenty or thirty seconds with undiminished power, 
and then gradua ly faded away int» a state of perfect silence. The nearest 
similitude as to the loudness of the sound which I can imagine was one 
euggested simultaneously, immediately after the earthquake, to the minds 
of my wife and myself—namely, that of the passage of a brigadeof fire 
engines at full gallop over the stones of a quiet Londonstreet. The time 
ey agreed upon was from four to half-past.

“IRELAND. 


THE EARTHNQUAKK.—The shock of an earthquake was distinctly f-It in Dub- 
lin on*Tuesday morning, at 10 minutes before 4 o'clock. Although hundreds 
» nercons distinctly felt the vibration consequent upon the shock, yet from the 
novelty of the phenonenon but very few were aware ofits real nature, and it 
was on!y as the day advanced, and as people met in the streets and compared 
observations, that a general conclusion was arrived at, that what at first seemed 
mere surmise was in truth astern reality. The following particulars are ex- 
racted from the Freeman’s Journal:—“ We have thia day to record the oc- 
currence of one of those great phenomena of nature most unusual in the 
region of the globe which we inbabit—namely, an earthquake—a slight, but 
very perceptible, shock of which was felt in Dublin and the surrounding country 
within a minute or two of 4 o’clock this morning. The houses in the city 
and its neighbourhood were simultaneously sheken to their foundstions, 
and the greater number of their inmates aroused from sleep by th: sudden 
noise and motion. The impressions which various persons felt on awaking are 
differently described. To some it appeared that a tremendous weight had fal- 
len and thaken the house; others supposed that an explosion of gis had taken 
place; many timid persons were alarmed with the apprehension that robbers 
had broken into the house; others state they were almost heaved out of their 
beds; and the greater number were induced to get np and light their candles, 
Accounts have reached us from Kingstown, Bray, Kilruddery, Dalkey, Glen- 
garry, Howth, Cloutarf, Glasnevin, and other places in the vicinity, in all of 
which the vibration was felt as we have already described it. Persons who 
have arrived by railwsy from greater distances give similar statements; and 
the paseengers by the packet arrived at midd»y from Holybead mention that 
in Wales the esrthquake was felt very strongly, and, of course, about simul- 
taneously, the time having been nearly the same, making allowance for dif- 
ference of longitude. Oa board ship in the Channel the shock was not per- 
ceived.”

rect, When first the idea of a journey to England was broached it 
was highly disapproved of by military men ofall ranks, and the general 
feeling of the army soon became known to the Sovereign. 








PRUSSIA. 

The election for the Upper Chamber was to take place on the 9th. 
It excited even less interest than the election for tho Lower House, 
held on the 3d. The summons to the Chambers to assemble will be 
issued on the 15th. The proposed tax on the revenues of the railway 
companies, rejected last session, will be introduced again in the en- 
suing session. ‘The beet root sugar refiners will also have to submit 
to the additional amount of taxation, only a part of which the Govern- 
ment succeeded in carrying last year. 

According to a recent return of railway traffic in Prussia, in 1851, 
it appears that the number of persons conveyed by the Prussian 
railroads in that year was 9,901,681 ; of this immense number only 
one person was killed, having jumped from atrain in motion ; only 
four were wounded. 

The reappearance of the cholera in several places in which it had 
abated, and the occurrence of cases in localities far removed from 
the centres where it had raged, have induced the Government to re- 
vive the old precautions against infectious diseases. 





SPAIN, 

Accounts from Madrid of the 31st ult., announce that the Duchess 
de Montpensier was safely delivered of a Princess in the morning of 
the 30th. 

The expenditure of the Treasury during the month of November 
stood fixed at 101,528,531 reals. 





ITALY. 

The Genoa Corriere Mercantile of the 6th contains the following :— 
“A most important convention has been concluded between the 
Piedmontese Government, the French Government, and the English 
Submarine Telegraph Company, for the immediate execution of an 
electric telegraph between Genoa and Cagliari, in Sardinia. The 
Genoa telegraph to the Spezzia, and from Sassari to Cagliari, is to 
be constructed at the expense of the Piedmontese Government; that 
which will cross Corsica is to be executed by the French Government, 
and the English Company will supply and lay the wires between La 
Spezzia and Corsica, and across the straits of Bonifacio. The English 
steamer conveying the India mail from Malta will call in at Cagliari. 
Genoa will thus become the centre of the news between Asia, Ezypt, 
und England, and thereby derive important commercial advantages. 

The Piedmontese Gazette of the 5th inst. announces that the King 
had definitely composed his Cabinet as follows: —M. Camillus C.ivour, 
President of the Council and Minister of Finance; General Dabor- 
mida, Minister of Foreign Affairs ; M. Ponza di San Martino, of the 
Interior; M. Cibrario, of Public Instruction; General La Marmora, 
of War and Marine; M. Boncompagni, of Grace and Justice; and M. 
Paleoceapa, of Public Works,

perial Highness died on the 5th inst. 





UNITED STATES. 

New York letters are to the 50th ult. 

The Hon. Daniel Webster expired at three o'clock on Sunday 
| morning, the 24th ult., at his residence, Marshfield, near Boston. He 
had repaired thither from the labours and cares of his official position 
at Washington, in consequence of failing health, some weeks before ; 
but it was not until ten days before his decease that his medical at- 
aes pronounced his recovery hopeless. His last hours com-

ported well with his character and life. The newspapers are filled 
with expressions of grief, and at all the towns which the sad news had 
reached mectings had been held and measures adopted to evince the 
sorrow which such a loss had inspired, 

By way of New Orleans advices from Cuba to the 18th ult. have 
reached New York, being five days later than our previous accounts. 
The last news states that the passengers who left this port in the 
Crescent City, for Havanna, and were eventually carried from New 
Orleans to their destined port by the Black Warrior, had been arrested 
and examined with regard to the proceedingson board the Crescent City. 
They were subsequently released ; but some of the passengers who 
went ont from New Orleans in the barque Millaudon did not fare so 
well. They were thrown into prison for having copies of the Picayune 
in their pocket, as was also a prominent citizen of Havana, in whose 
possession a number of the Delta newspaper was found. Lieutenant 
Porter had an interview with the Secretary of the Navy, when the 
views of the Government were expounded to him, with the expectation 
that he would govern himself accordingly. In other words, the Pre- 
sident and his cabinet simply disapprove of the position Captain 
Porter assumed at Havana, and uphold that of the Spanish authorities. 
Under these circumstances the captain is to return to the Georgia, 
from which steamer he was temporarily absent when he got into the 
difficulty with the Cubsn Government, as commanding officer of the 
i Crescent City. 
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CAPE OF GOOD HOPE. 

Advices are to the 11th of September. 

The Cape Town Mail says :—“ We have nothing of public import- 
ance to communicate by this post. We have no further reports from 
Caffraria, and, for the present, the war seems virtually at a stand-still. 
Another party of the Albany Volunteers came in from their camp this 
morning in good health and spirits, and were, of course, joyfully re- 
ceived by their relatives and friends. On Monday, early, the whole of 
them, together with the cattle, will move into town. The cattle will 
then be sold on the public market, and the proceeds divided amongst 
the party.” 





INDIA, 

A telegraphic despatch from Trieste, dated Thursday evening, 
says :— 

“The Austrien Lloyd’s steamer Adria arrived this afternoon, with 
advices from Rangoon to the 26th of September. 

“ The first brigade of the advanced force had just left Rangoon 
for Prome. It consisted of her Majesty's 18th Royal Irish, her Ma- 
jesty’s 80th Regiment, and the 35th Madras Infantry, with eight guns, 
and a detachmentof Sappers and Miners. 

“It was accompanied by General Godwin, the Admiral, and almost 
all the heads of departments, 

“ The second brigade was to follow shortly, and it was expected 
on its arrival at Prome that Pegu would be ceded and annexed, and 
the war closed.”

COMMERCIAL AND MISCELLANEOUS NEWS. 





A meeting of the Agua Fria Mining Company was held on Wednesday, 
when the report and accounts were adopted. The report stated that possession 
of the mine had been obtained, although no decided account had yet come to 
hand of its ex'ent and probable productiveness; and that machinery capable 
ot crushing 200 tons of quartz a day had been sent out on the 15th of May last, 
the arrival of which, it was hoped, would shortly be announced. Of the ori- 
ginal cash receipts of 66,000/, about 45,0001 have been invested in securities 
and remain in the hands of the company. 

A public meeting was held on Wednesday, at the London Tavern, convened 
by the executive committee of the Association for Promoting Tribunals of Com- 
merce. Resolutions were agreed to, declaring ‘that petitions should be pre- 
sented to both houses of parliament, praying for the appointment of committees 
to inquire into the expediency of establishing tribunals of commerce,” and 
+ that the executive committee be empowered to raise subscriptions to carry out 
the o! jects of the movement.” 





Three sharp shocks of earthquake, preceded by a loud rumbling noise, were 
experienced eight days ago at Malaga. All the houses and public buildings 
were shaken, but it is not stated that any were thrown down or injured. The 
inhabitants assembled in the public equares, and many of them went on board 
vessels in the port. The temperature was suffocating, and the eky cloudy. 

We understand that the present Indian mail takes to Ceylon important de- 
spatches from the Colonial Office. One of these abolishes the civil department 
of the Commissariat Office, which is hence forward to be retained on a limited 
scale for military purposes only. The second sets at rest the long-vexed Buddhist 
question, by leaving the nomination of the priesthood in the hands otf the 
Cingalese, and providing for the protection of the temporalities of that religion. 
—Globe. 

The time for receiving the League Essays is to be extended to the 1st of 
March.

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The market for English railways to-day opened flat, but it closed 
firmer, with a considerable improvement intheshares of some lines. 
The market for French shares, which has been violently agitated and 
depressed in the week, closed firmer, and some of the shares re- 
covered tothe extent of 27 per share from their extreme depression. 
Speculation had become excessive in Paris, and it has been for 
some time foreseen that railway shares, which have been run up 
to a great height, must come down. The turn was given to the 
market by the syndicate of the Bourse reviving an old regulation 
requiring every broker to demand of his clients a certain sum 
(150 francs) as a deposit on every share he bought for them on 
speculation. As the syndicate has great power over the brokers, 
being entitled to fine them, or even take away their license, for 
breaches of discipline, it was known that the order would be 
obeyed. It was issued on Monday, and though not to come into 
operation till the 15th, its effect in producing a panic, as many 
persons hastened to sell, was immediate; and the fall of some 
of the heavy shares in Paris and in our market was very con- 
siderable. The Paris markets continued depressed yesterday, but 
the crisis was too sharp to last; and in our market to-day a re- 
covery has begun.

A meeting was held on Thursday at the London Tavern 
in relation to the Turkish loan, at which a committee was ap- 
pointed to watch over the interests of the shareholders ; but an- 
other meeting of that body, as we announced a fortnight ago, will 
be called by the contractor whenever all the information connected 
with the subject is ready to be submitted to them. It now ap- 
pears that the reports of large sums having been remitted to re- 
pay the sums advanced with a premium are wholly without foun- 
dation ; and while the Bank of Constantinople has been enabled 
to fulfil some pressing obligations by means of the money sub- 
scribed, none has been sent back. In fact the finances of Turkey 
are in such a dilapidated condition at this moment, large claims 
falling due on the Bank which it will probably be unable to satisfy, 
that it is doubted whether the Government may not even yet, 
under the pressure of necessity, offer to ratify the original bargain. 


The Bank of England has recommended, in concurrence with 
the Committee of Bankers, that on Thursday, the 18th inst., the 
day of the funeral, that bills and notes due on that day be paid on 
Wednesday, the 17th of November. The offices for the transfer 
of the public funds, and for the delivery of the dividend warrants, 
and also the discount office, will be shut on that day. As we have 
noticed elsewhere, a Bill will be introduced on Monday night into 
Parliament, and passed the same evening, making next Thursday 
subjectsto the same laws and regulations’as Sundays and fast- 
days. By law, therefore, all business will be suspended, and bills 
falling due then will be payable on Wednesday. 

The supplies of gold seem on the increase. The correspondent 
of the Times, writing from San Francisco on Sept. 30th, says :— 
“ The receipts of gold dus: from the interior have been unusually 
large during the month, and more than the ordinary quantities 
are being taken from the beds of rivers, whose streams have been 
turned into new channels, and next month promises an increase 
of production. The price of gold is very ‘high, and in many in- 
stances the intrinsic value is paid in coin. The present price va- 
ries from 17 dols 30c to 17 dols 45c per ounce. The total amount 
of gold exported from this port for the quarter ending this day, 
including an estimate of the sums carried away by passengers, 15 
13,468,546 dols 70c, according to the best information.” 

The following private . letter, dated Sydney, the 24th 
July, from the correspondents of a leading London house, 
gives reason to infer that the weekly amount of gold from 
Mount Alexander had of late been much larger than any 
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heretofore announced. ‘‘ The qnantity of gold dust,” they | 
state, ‘* brought weekly into Melbourne is prodigious. By escort 


and private hands it can be little less than 150,000 ‘ounces, 
—say, 500,000/. <A vast quantity is left at the banks by the 
diggers, who do not want to sell.” From this it would appear 
that, estimating the amounts retained at the mines, and those 
that are forwarded overland to the neighbouring colony of South 
Australia, 600,000/ a week may probably be assumed to have 
been obtained. It is also to be remarked that the above calcula- 
tion is made at the ‘colonial price for gold, and not at 4/ per 


ounce. Nevertheless the yield thus mentioned is at the rate of | 


more than 31,000,000/ per annum. 


The returns of the Mint of the United States for September 
accord with this information. They are as follows, and from 
them it will be seen that the deposits of gold for the current year, 
to the close of September, are about 1,000,000 dols in advance of 
the amount for the same period of 1851. The deposits at the 
Philadelphia Mint from the Ist of October to the 22nd ult. are 
stated by the Journal of Commerce to amount to about 4,070,000 
dols against 4,558,000 dols to the same date last year.

bility of that country sending us large supplies this year. At 
Amsterdam, on the 10th, after some previous activity, the wheat 
market was dull, and only a few sales made at hardly former 
rates. At Hambuarg, on the 9th, too, there was little doing in 
the corn market, but prices had not given way. On the 6th, 
the report was, the wheat market ‘is very active, and some 
hundred lasts have been bought on English account.” The corn 
markets of the neighbouring Continent are very generally 
steady. 5 
_ In the colonial produce market there has not been so much ac- 
tivity this as last week. At the opening, on Tuesday, the sugar 
market was firm, but it has been dull to-day, and has closed 
heavily, the turn of the market being in favour of the buyers. 
Coffee, too, of which the sale has been very active, was much less 
animated in the latter part of the week, and the market closes 
du!l without any decline of price. The consumptive demand, 
however, continues very active, and is increased by the Treasury 
minute which lately came into operation, forbidding the sale of 
chicory. The dulness of all the colonial produce markets was by 
some persons attributed to the cheerless weather, aud by others 
to the conduct of the Miristers. 
i The Liverpool cotton market has continued this week in a very 
unsettled state, with sales of only 32,000 bales. ‘The reaction in 
prices that commenced on the Ist instant has now extended to 
nearly one halfpenny per lb on some classes of American cotton ; 
but on the average of all descriptions it is probably not less 
than 2d per Ib, a dimiuution of value to the extent of 8 to 10 per 
cent., a more serious depreciation than the position of the article 
seems to justify. The tide of speculation has now turned in 
favour of a deciine in prices, and timid or necessitous holders 
compelled to sell may force down prices still lower, deranging 
the operations of those who deal in this important article. The 
gist of the recent advices from the United States is the prolonged 
continuance of fine weather; at the same time the favourable 
state of water carriage and many new railroads enable produce to 
reach the Southern ports earlier than in less forward seasons. 
These circumstances have led to the inference, that the 
aggregate crop must exceed the previously assumed estimate 
of 2,800,000 bales to 300,000,000 bales. This opinion may turn 
out fallacious, for an early frost, according to the estimates of 
Mr Stewart (of New York), may curtail the crop300,000 to 400,000 
bales. The fractional decline in the quotations from New Orleans is 
not equivalent to the adverse turn in the rates of freight and ex- 
change, so that at the lowest quotations of cost, the present 
Liverpool rates would entail a serious loss on importers. Many 
parties are, therefore, disposed to regard the sudden decline at 
Liverpool as the penalty of a rash speculation, and not based 
upon suilicient ground. Stocks are everywhere small, except in 
the hands of spinners, where they are considered larger than 
usual, and the consumption unprecedentedly large. The London 
market has been paralysed by that of Liverpool, the sales of the 
week have scarcely reached 1,000 bales of Surat, at a range of 
44d to 54d per 1b, and the quotations are reduced about jd per Ib. 
The colonial wool sales, which began on the 14th ult., and ended 
on Wednesday, were, according to the statement of Messrs D. 
Hazard and Son, as numerously attended as former sales, but buyers 
from the Continent were fewer, and their purchases were less than 
formerly. Our own manufacturers have taken off the greater 
quantity, competing with much spirit throughout the sales for 
such parcels as were most generally indemand. ‘The prices have 
been very steadily maintained throughout, at 1d to 1$d per Ib 
over last sales. The quantity of British grown wool is found in- 
adequate to the annual demand; the growth of the last five 
years having been consumed and exported during the last three 
years. The total quantity of wool sold by public auction during 
last year was 172,895 bales, while that of the present year is 
162,813, including the sales now ended, in which were consider- 
able parcels of wool bought in former sales by speculators, and 
now re-sold. The qualities and condition of the wools were much 
as usual. Fine East India wool was in good demand, and all 
sold at an advance over last sales of at least $d to ?d per Ib. 
The oil and seeds market continues in an excited state ; inde- 
pendent of a large aud legitimate demand, extensive speculative 
transactions are taking place, in many instances enhaucing much 
the value of the raw materials tov our manufacturers, without 
causing a corresponding advance on their productions.

AMERICAN CORN AND FLOUR MARKETs. 


New York, Oct. 30.—GRain.—Wheat has continued in good request for 
export, aud there is a fair demand for milliny, and for prime qualities, which 
are scarce, rather higher prices have been realised. The arrivals are not 
large, and considerab!e has gone from store, but the advance in freights to 
England has checked that demand, and the market closes quietly. The sales 
are 43,200 bushels Canada at 85c fondamaged, 97c for mixed, 1 dol 2c for ordi- 
mary white, and 1 dol 4c to 1 dol 6c, in bond, for fiir to prime; 3,700 white 
Genesee, 1 dol 10c for common; 13,000 good white Michigan, 1 dol 10c; 
10,000 good white Ohio, 1 dol 8c; 4,000 red do, 1 dol 8c; and 1,500 damaged 
red Southern, 65c. Corn comes forward sparingly, and as there is a light stock 
and good demand for home use, prices gradually tend upward. The sales are 
55,000 bushels mixed Western at 75c to 76c, closing at 754¢ to 76c; other 
kinds are wanted, but there are none here. White beane are firm aud rather 
higher, with sales at 1 dol 564¢ to 1 dol 624¢., 

FLour AND MEAL.—The flour market has again advanced about 124 centa 
since our last, under the influence of favourable advices from abroad, (though 
at the enhanced rates both of flour and freight there is little or no export de- 
mand,) an active inquiry for home use and considerable inquiry on speculation ; 
yesterday, however, oWing in part to the interruption of busivess, consequent 
upon the obsequies of the late Daniel Webster at Marshfield, and increased re- 
ceipts, the market was less firm and prices favoured buyers. Canada is in 
request for the British provinces, with sales of 800 bbis at 4 dols 624c, in bond, 
but more is now asked. The sales of domestic were:—Wednesday, 8,000; 
Thursday, 15,000; and yesterday, 7,500 bbls. We quote:—Sour, 3 dols 87hc 
to 4 dols 6c; Superfine, No 2, 4 dols 12}¢ to 4 dols 314c; State, common 
brands, 4 dols 62ic to 5 dols 68$c; State, straight brands, 4 dola 684c ; State, 
favourite brands, 4 dols 75c to 4 dols 8i}c; Western, mixed do, 4 dols 684c ; 
Michigan and Indiana, straight do, 4 dols 75c to 4 dols 814c ; Michigan, fancy 
brands, 4 dols 814¢; Ohio, common to good brands, 4 dols 75c to 4 dole 8ljc ; 
Ohio, round hoop, common, 4 dols 75c. Corn meal is less plenty and firmer : 
2006 bbls Ohio sold at 3 dols 37}c to 3 dols 43$c.

from Jannep, 120 qrs from Hardikmund, 580 qrs from Kiel, 750 qrs from 
Konigsherg, 2,100 qrs from Marionopole, 635 qrs from Messina, 1,000 qrs 
feom Montreal, 660 qrs from Neustadt, 6,710 qrs from New York, 3,840 qrs 
from Odessa, 4,430 qrs from Petersburg, 580 qra from Rostock, 700 qre from 
Siettin, 345 qrs from Storheding, 8,150 qrs from Taganrog, and 1,270 qrs 
from Wolgast, making a total of 47,357 qrs. The arrivals of flour coastwise 
were 2,662 sacks, by the Eastern Counties Railway 5,848 sacke, from foreige 
ports 1,604 sacks and 11,898 barrels: the trade fur this article was prettn 
good and fall prices were obtained. Every description of barley sold on 
former terms, with an increased quantity of English at market, but only 
limited’ imports of foreign, Old oats met a moderate sale to the consumery 
and previons rates were well supported: Irish sold slowly, and a trifling, 
reduction in value. Floating cargoes of wheat were held with much firmg 
ness, but Indian corn, being more plentiful, conld be bought rather lower- 
The Irish demand for breadstuffs is well kept up. ; 

The imports at Liverpool on Tuesday were large of wheat and fairof flour : 
the trade was very firm at full prices for the former article, and at 3d per 
barrel advance on fresh American and Canadian flour. ; 

There were limited imports of grain at Hull, and a good consumptive de- 
mand takes off everything of fair quality as the vessels come in: the supply 
of wheat from the farmers was moderate, and the best samples were Is per 
qr dearer: average, 418 1d on 992 qrs. 

There were rather short arrivals at Leeds, and new wheat was in some 
instances 1s per qr higher: average, 418 1d ou 3,600 qrs. 

The deliveries of wheat at Ipswich were rather larger, and former prices 
were well maintained-with a good clearance: average, 403 4d on 1,055 qr-. 
Barley, with an incressed delivery, met a free sale at fully as much money : 
average, 30s 10d on 2,415 qre. 

The fresh arrivals at Mark lane on Wednesday were very short of every 
description of grain, English «8 well as foreign, and Monday’s prices were 
Obtained for all articles, with a fair steady trade for good samples. The 
imports of flour were tolerably fair, and the best brands of American sold 
steadily and at previous currency. : 

There has oene good demand for grain in all the Scotch markets this 
week. At Edinburgh a lively ‘ale for firmers’ wheat was experienced, and 
1s per quarter more money was generally obtained; up to 50s per quarter 
was realised in many instances: average, 445 5d on 884 qrs. Although 
barley was scarcely in such good condition, previous rates were readily 
maintained: average, 288 5d on 1,948 qrs. There were moderately fair im_ 
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ports, both ap the Clyde and st Grangemouth, for Glasgow market anda 
healthy ba-iness took pice in wheat at an advance of 6d to 1s per qr, whilst 
flour was 6d per sack deurer with a good sale. 

Birmingham market on Tirarsday was fairly sopplied with wheat, and the 
millers took it off at rather over the currency of last week: average, 424 10d

At Bristol, the sale of wheat was slow, bat full prices were paid: average

EPITOME OF RAILWAY NEWS. 


PRESTON AND LONGRIDGE.—The half-yearly meetiog of this company wa* 
held at Preston on Saturday, Mr T. Clarke in the chair. The report stated 
that, in consequence of inability or indi-position on the part of the Fieet- 
wood and West Riding Company to pay the rent of 3,000/ per annum, for 
which they were under legal obligation to the Longridge Company, negotvations 
were originated for the purpose of comprowising this liability by substituting 
some other arrangement in its stead. In September, 1851, it was agreed that 
the obligations of the lease shou!d be suspended for a term of four years, on 
condition that the West Riding Company ehould lay out 2,000/ in additional 
stock, and pay four-fifths of the working profits to the Longyidge Company. 
When the accounts were made upat the end of the year there appeared to be 
a net balance of profit to the amount of 924/, but from this sum the other party 
wished to deduct 400/ as a reverve for depreciation of stock. To this the di- 
rectors demurred, and the agrezment was abandoned. Negotiations ensued 
with a view to cancel the leave of the line, which ended in an arrangement by 
which the West Riding Company agreed to give up the line to the Longridge 
Company, and the whole of their moveable property, with the exception of a 
quantity of iron raile, and also all their land and buildings at the Longridge 
station, on receiving for the same 400/. It was also provided that the Long- 
ridge Company should have the option of taking a plot of land near the 
Preston station, which had been. purchased at a perpetual grownd-rent of 951 per 
annum. To carry out these arrangements Messrs Clarke and Tbreilfall were 
appointed managing directors. Although the railway was origiuailyiptended 
to be almost exclusively a line for. the transit of stone from the quarries at 
Longridge, the passenger trains and the carriage of coals and general merchan- 
dise now yield more than two-third- of the income, and there is good reason to 
hope that these branches of traffic wil! gradually improve. Tle directors state 
they have little doubt that under skilful and. economical manegement a fair 
amount of profit may be realised. On the motion of Mr Wilcock-vn, seconded 
by Mr Birchall, the report was adopted, and, after the re-election of the retiring 
di-ectors, the meeting separated.
